Hasta la Vista, Davis: Arnold to Run 


LOS ANGELES I Arnold Schwarzenegger ended 
the suspense Wednesday and said he would 
run in California’s recall election, awarding 
Republicans his marquee value in their cam- 
paign to oust Gov. Gray Davis. 

Earlier Wednesday, Democratic Sen. 
Dianne Feinstein ruled out a run, labeling the 
election “more like a carnival every day.” 

Schwarzenegger’s announcement came as 
a surprise; advisers had said in recent days 
that he was leaning against running. 


Schwarzenegger made his announcement 
during a taping of “The Tonight Show.” 

“The politicians are fiddling, fumbling 
and failing,” he said. “The man that is failing 
the people more than anyone is Gray Davis. 
He is failing them terribly, and this is why 
he needs to be recalled and this is why I am 
going to run for governor.” 

The recall is yet another setback for Davis, 
who has seen his popularity plummet amid a 
$38 billion budget deficit, ericawerner(ap)

phone to detonate the car bomb at Jakarta’s 
Marriott Hotel, the same method used by 
al Qaeda-linked bombers on the tourist island 
of Bali last fall, police said Wednesday. 

Other similarities, including the use of 
the same types of explosives in both attacks, 
could connect the regional terror group 
Jemaah Islamiyah to the blast 
Tuesday that killed up to 14 
people, officials said.

“Thank God. I am thankful,” Imam 
Samudra shouted after he testified in Bali 
during the trial of another suspect in the 
bombing that killed more than 200 people.

William Bulger quits 
amid controversy over 
fugitive brother 

LOWELL, MASS. | University of 
Massachusetts President William 
M. Bulger resigned Wednesday after 
months of mounting pressure over 
his role in the federal investigation 
of his fugitive mobster brother, 
James “Whitey” Bulger. 

The school’s board of trustees 
immediately voted to accept the res- 
ignation, which is effective Sept. 1, 
and agreed to a severance package 
worth close to $1 million. 

The departure came just two 
months after the trustees expressed 
confidence in Bulger even as a storm 
of protest swirled around his testi- 
mony before a congressional com- 
mittee investigating the FBI’s ties 
to its mob informants. 

While admitting he had spoken 
to his brother once since he fled, 
Bulger said he has no idea of his 
whereabouts. Whitey Bulger is on 
the FBI’s “10 Most Wanted” list. 

Bulger is a legendary political 
figure in Massachusetts, where he 
served an unprecedented 17 years 
as the president of the state Senate.

Millions Hang Up 
On Telemarketers 


More than 30 million 
sign up for U.S. 
Do-Not-Call list 

WASHINGTON | More than 30 mil- 
lion Americans have signed up for 
the government’s do -not- call list, a 
free registry for blocking unsolicited 
telephone pitches, the Federal Trade 
Commission said Wednesday. 

“Millions of consumers registered 
their telephone numbers successfully 
within the first few days of the open- 
ing of the registry, and hundreds of 
thousands of numbers still are being 
entered every day,” FTC chairman 
Timothy J. Muris said. 

Telemarketers have challenged 
the list in court, saying it will cost 
them $50 billion in business and 
cause the loss of 2 million jobs. 

Beginning in September, tele- 
marketers will have to check the 
list every three months to see who 


doesn’t want to be called. Those 
who call listed people could be 
fined up to $11,000 for each vio- 
lation. People can register for the 
service by calling toll-free at 1-88 8- 
382-1222 or visiting the Web site 
http://www.donotcall.gov. (ap)

Protests Follow Gay Bishop Election 


MINNEAPOLIS | Conservative 
opponents of the first openly 
gay Episcopal bishop protested 
Wednesday by boycotting legisla- 
tive sessions, turning in their con- 
vention credentials and dropping to 
their knees in prayer as one of their 
leaders denounced his election. 

A handful of the more than 800 
clergy and lay delegates either left 
the floor of the meeting or collective- 


ly stayed away, while at least three 
of the nearly 300 bishops refused to 
participate or went home. 

Other delegates dropped to their 
knees and prayed as the Rev. Kendall 
Harmon said in a speech that many 
were “mourning” the selection of 
the Rev. V. Gene Robinson as New 
Hampshire’s bishop on Tuesday. 

Robinson said he hoped his critics 
would not leave the church over his 


selection, though he 
disagrees with their 
view that gay sex vio- 
lates Scripture. 

“I think they’re 
wrong about this,” 
he said. “I think 
they’ll come to 
know that they are 
wrong, in this life or the next one.”

Musgrove, Barbour 
brace for tough 
gubernatorial contest 

JACKSON, MISS. I After easily defeat- 
ing primary challengers, Democratic 
Gov. Ronnie Musgrove and former 
Republican National Committee 
Chairman Haley Barbour face a 
stiffer contest with each other for 
the governor’s office. 

With 91 percent of the precincts 
reporting in Tuesday’s Democratic 
race, Musgrove won with 75 percent 
of the votes over four challengers. 
With 88 percent of the Republican 
vote counted, Barbour won with 82 
percent over one opponent. 


Musgrove boasts that, under his 
watch, Mississippi has approved its 
largest teacher pay-raise package 
and landed a Nissan plant at a 
time when the nation’s economy 
was slumping. 

Barbour said Musgrove has not 
faced up to Mississippi’s problems, 
including a lagging economy and 
underfunded universities. 

They have each raised more 
than $5 million for their cam- 
paigns, with Barbour, 55, a close 
ally of President Bush, receiving 
$1.5 million from the Republican 
Governors Association. 

Musgrove, 47, received $1 mil- 
lion from the Democratic Governors 
Association, (ap) 


Springer Sticks to TV 


Talk host dedines a 
run for U.S. Senate 

COLUMBUS, OHIO I Jerry Springer, 
whose talk show brings foul- 
mouthed prostitutes, homewreck- 
ers and skinheads into living rooms 
every day, said Wednesday he won’t 
run for the U.S. Senate next year. 

“As long as I’m doing that show, 
my message, no matter how sin- 
cere and no matter how heartfelt, 
does not get through to the people 
I need to reach,” he said at a news 
conference. 

A Democrat who served as mayor 
of Cincinnati from 1978-81, Springer 
had said he would quit his show 
should he run for the seat held by 
Republican George Voinovich. 

Springer, 59, had crisscrossed 
Ohio the last six months, gauging 
support for a Senate bid. He had

would get in the way of a Senate run. 


said he would run if he could “break 
through the clutter of the show” and 
be a formidable candidate. 

An Ohio Poll conducted by the 
University of Cincinnati in February 
found 71 percent of those surveyed 
had an unfavorable opinion of 
Springer, the highest such number 
since the poll began tracking that 
information in 1989. (ap)

Court Hands Down First 
Terrorism Conviction 

A court convicted the alleged leader 
of a dissident Irish Republican Army 
faction on Wednesday of directing 
terrorism, the first such conviction 
in Irish history. Michael McKevitt, 
53, is the purported leader of Real 
IRA, which was involved in the 
deadliest explosion in Northern 
Ireland’s three decades of violence: 
a car bomb attack in Omagh in 1998 
that killed 29 people, (ap)

Farmers Call For Freeze 
On Land Seizures 

The remnants of Zimbabwe’s once- 
powerful white farmers’ union, left 
in tatters by the government’s land 
redistribution program, called for 
an immediate freeze on new land 
seizures, its leader said Wednesday. 
Scores of white-owned commercial 
farms have been listed for confis- 
cation in recent months, despite a 
government declaration that its pro- 
gram to redistribute white farmland 
to black settlers was over, (ap) 

ICELAND 

Iceland Says It Will Hunt 
Whales For Scientific Aims 

Iceland said Wednesday that it plans 
to begin hunting whales for scientif- 
ic purposes, drawing criticism from 
conservation groups and other gov- 
ernments. Despite an international 
moratorium on commercial whal- 
ing, countries do not need permis- 
sion to conduct scientific whaling. A 
State Department spokesman said 
the announcement probably will 
lead to a U.S. review to determine 
if Iceland’s whaling is undermining 
the effectiveness of an international 
conservation program, (ap) 

RUSSIA 

Court Rejects Compensation 
Suits From Theater Raid 

A Moscow court on Wednesday 
rejected lawsuits filed by foreign 
nationals who sought compensa- 
tion from the Russian government 
for their families’ losses in last fall’s 
hostage -taking raid on a Moscow 
theater. A total of 129 out of the 
approximately 800 hostages died — 
the vast majority from the effects of 
a narcotic gas used by Russian forc- 
es to incapacitate the rebels before 
storming the theater, (ap)

Italy Lab Debuts First Cloned Horse 


ROME I Roadways buckled in 
Germany. The Danube and other 
waterways were drying up. And 
wildfires in Portugal, Spain, 
France and Italy sent people flee- 
ing Wednesday as a record-breaking 
heat wave — blamed in 37 deaths 
— persisted across much of the 
European continent. 

Londoners experienced the hot- 
test day in the city’s history when 
the temperature hit 95.7F, beating 
the 95F recorded in 1990. In Paris, 
the day’s high of 103F fell just shy 
of the all-time record of 104. 7F set 
in 1947. 

Researchers at the meteorolo- 
gy institute of Italy’s state -funded 
research center said the heat wave 
was among the five worst in the last 
150 years. The researchers said that

Scientists outpace 
American team by 
two months 

CREMONA, ITALY | Scientists in Italy 
say they have created the world’s 
first cloned horse. 

The small, sturdy work horse 
is now two months old, weighs 
about 220 pounds and is in excel- 
lent health, said its creators at 
the Laboratory of Reproductive 
Technology in Cremona, Italy. Their 
announcement beats a Texas A&M 
team awaiting the birth of its own 
horse clone. 

The cloned Haflinger horse is 
named Prometea after Prometheus,

the character in Greek mythology 
who stole fire from the gods and 
gave it to humans. 

Prometea, which was delivered 
naturally and unassisted, was born 


just two weeks after the first mem- 
ber of the equine family — a mule 
— was cloned at the University of 
Idaho. Researchers there have since 
produced two more cloned mules, 
which are a hybrid of a donkey and 
a horse. 

The cloning details are described 
in Thursday’s issue of the journal 
Nature. 

To date, horses, mules, sheep, 
cows, pigs, cats and rodents have 
been cloned. No primates have 
been cloned. 

Dolly the sheep, the first cloned 
mammal, was euthanized this year 
after she contracted a common live- 
stock disease and her cells showed 
signs of premature aging, (ap)

EU offers company a 
‘last opportunity’ to 
respond to allegations 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I Microsoft 
is still trying to monopolize new 
markets even after settling the 
landmark antitrust case in the 
United States, the European Union 
charged Wednesday as it prepared 
to demand its own concessions from 
the U.S. software giant. 

The EU’s antitrust watchdog, 
the European Commission, said 
recent surveys of more than 150 
businesses that use Microsoft prod- 
ucts showed that “Microsoft’s abus- 
es are still ongoing.” 

The Commission offered the 


company what it called a “last oppor- 
tunity” to defend itself or agree to 
open up the two markets under 
scrutiny: low-end servers, which 
tie desktop computers together, 
and media players, vital software 
as digital video and audio distribu- 
tion expands on the Internet. 

Microsoft spokeswoman Tiffany 
Steckler in Paris refused to com- 
ment on whether the company would 
make concessions.

This restaurant already exists, 
complete with simulated rush 
hour, inside a test lab near com- 
pany headquarters. Even though 
the “customers” are McDonald’s 
employees, it illustrates the new 
technology the company is tinker- 
ing with as it maps out the future 
for its 13,000 -plus U.S. eateries. 

McDonald’s, while refocusing 
its resources on fast-food basics, is 
counting on concepts like the ones 
being tested at its Core Innovation 
Center to help regain the domi- 
nance that once produced profits 
for 45 consecutive quarters. 

New chairman and CEO Jim 
Cantalupo’s first goal is to “repair” 
McDonald’s with a 12- to 18- 
month turnaround plan stressing 
better service and food quality and 
less expansion and capital spend- 
ing. Developing more innovations, 
he hopes, should help keep it fixed 


beyond that. 

“We’re not only focused on that 
[revitalization], we’re thinking 
about the long term,” Cantalupo 
said on a rare behind-the-scenes 
tour of McDonald’s facilities. 

What technology will be next 
to “graduate” to the company’s 
vast network of restaurants? 

Several concepts are under seri- 
ous consideration: 

Self-serve kiosks: In McDonald’s 
version of the do-it-yourself check- 
out, patrons can punch in their 
orders on a touch-screen, insert 
money and either pick up their 
food and change at the counter 
or, for parents with children, get 
it delivered to their tables in the 
restaurant’s Play Place area. 

The kiosks don’t shorten the order- 
and-pickup time, but McDonald’s 
says pilot tests at its restaurants 
in Denver and Raleigh, N.C., have 
found them popular with the cus- 
tomer test markets. 

Vertical grill: McDonald’s first new 
grill innovation since 1985 pushes 
patties out of a freezer component 
and sends them by belt to a heating 
unit. Cooking time is the same, but 
labor costs are reduced and staff 
is freed up to interact more with 
customers as needed. 

McDonald’s will pilot-test 
the concept, which originated in 
Sweden, in Chicago -area restau- 
rants this year.

Automated french fries: Load 
“Auto Fries” with frozen fries and 
over they go, dumped into the fryer 
when an order is placed. A robotic 
arm scoops up the finished prod- 
ucts, inserts them into fry boxes, 
even shakes them to get more in 
before placing them in out slots. 

Further evidence of its push to 
improve service via technology: 
McDonald’s has begun giving 
new employees hospitality train- 
ing using specially developed 
interactive CDs on computers. A 


key message dished up repeatedly 
to young workers like video -game 
entertainment: Smile a lot and say 
“hello” and “thank you.” 

Management allowed reporters 
a first-ever peek at the innovation 
center in part to counter what 
Cantalupo sees as an unbalanced 
barrage of negative headlines. 

“I think there’s been a little bit 
of the ‘giant is wounded’ pile- on,” 
said Cantalupo. But, he said, “We 
get all that attention because we 
are No. 1.” dan carpenter (ap)

‘Mother’s Little Helper’ Turns 40 



Chemist LeoSternbach made the 
world a happier place with Valium. 


CULTURE I Mother’s little helper is 
not so little anymore. 

Valium, the drug that revolu- 
tionized the treatment of anxiety 
and became a cultural icon, is 40 
years old this year. 

The drug owes its success to the 
stubborn streak of chemist Leo 
Sternbach, who refused to quit 
after his boss at Hoffmann-La 
Roche ended a project to develop 
a tranquilizer to compete with a 


rival company’s drug. 

Sternbach tested one last ver- 
sion and in just a day, he got the 
results: The compound made ani- 
mals relaxed and limp. 

Sternbach had made the discov- 
ery that eventually led to Valium. It 
was approved for use in 1963 and 
became the country’s most pre- 
scribed drug from 1969 to 1982. 

“It had no unpleasant side 
effects. It gave you a feeling of 


well-being,” said Sternbach, now 
95. “Only when the sales figures 
came in, then I realized how 
important it was.” 

While its name was derived 
from the Latin word for being 
strong. Valium soon picked up 
nicknames: “Executive Excedrin,” 
for its use by the corporate jet set, 
and “Mother’s Little Helper,” the 
title of a classic Rolling Stones tune 
about an overstressed housewife 


who “goes running for the shelter 
of a mother’s little helper.” 

Valium also was referred to as 
a “doll” — one of the pills popped 
by female characters in novelist 
Jacqueline Susann’s racy 1966 
best-seller and ensuing movie 
“Valley of the Dolls.” Most of the 
prescriptions were written by 
family doctors rather than psy- 
chiatrists, and the majority of users 
were women, linda a. johnson (ap)

STAGE I Overheated, crazy with ener- 
gy, difficult, unpredictable and ulti- 
mately winning. It’s just as easy to 
describe Studio Theater’s production 
of “Polaroid Stories” in those words 
as it is to describe the play’s subject 
— troubled young people. 

Playwright Naomi lizuka, equal- 
ly inspired by photographic portraits 
of homeless California teenagers 
and by Ovid’s “Metamorphoses,” 
cobbled together a play in which 
each of the characters parallel a fig- 
ure from Greek or Roman myth. 

The sad, squabbling, needy 
kids are granted a veil of timeless 
dignity by their associations with 
Narcissus, Orpheus or Echo. Each 
vignette focuses on the damage a 


young person has sustained and 
the way the character responds. 
The kids’ mythic power, rather 
than the ability to hurl lightning 
bolts or shift shapes, is a stunning 
resilience. 

Critics have had nothing but 
praise for the young, fiercely char- 
ismatic cast, even when lizumi’s 
occasional sentimentality trips up 
the street-smart vibe.

You have seen this unfinished 
movie.

Mel is still working on his film, 
and taking some constructive 
advice from scholars of various 
backgrounds and orientations. 
The changes have been minor, as 
far as I know. 

Why did Gibson decide to make this 

movie? — Washington, D.C. 

He’s a devoted Catholic, the 
father of seven. He wanted to use 
his fame, celebrity and power for 
a higher religious purpose. 

I hope the movie can be viewed 
as a work of cinema, deserving 
respect and acclaim for its power 
and artistry. If we can refocus, 
and demonstrate more fairness 
and open-mindedness in our 
response to Mel and his movie, it 
will be good for the Jews, good for 
Hollywood and, most importantly, 
good for America.
